1974 the School Library Division of Arizona State 
Library Association appointed a committee ^to devise a list of 
appropriate study skills; prifepare study skills goals and objec- 
tive's for grades K - 12; and prepare, sample tests for' grades 
3-4-5-6-7-8 and 9 to be used for pretests .*and posttests.
